Her Swedifh Majefty’s moff gracious Declaration for fecur- 
ing and afcertaining the Liberty of her Subjes, deli- 
ver'd ta the States of the Kingdom affembled in Stock- 
holm, on the 21? of February, 1719. 


B5 it known unto all Men*whom it may concern, 
That we Virica Eleonora, elected Queen of the 
Swedes, Goths, and Vandals, upon due Enquiry made 
into the Tenor-both of the Refolutions of the States 
of the Kingdom, and lait Will and Teftament of his 
late Majefty, our Father, of glorious Memory, bear~ 
ing Date the isth of yas 1693, having found, 
That neither our felves, or any other Perfon, can, for 
the Future, have an Title or Pretenfion to the Crown 
of Sweden, by any Hereditary Right or Virtue of Suc- 
ceffion; and that the Counfellors and States of the 

om here affembled, out of their t Attach- 
ment to our Perfon, have willing’y chofen and taken 
usfor the Queen of meter, § as likewife ant oe 
i c els 
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Heirs Male, if it fhall pleafe Almighty God to blefs us 
with any, to be the prefumptive eb apparent to the 
Crown of Sweden; obliging themfelves to us and to 
the faid Heirs Male of our Body, in the Performance 
of: al] due Homage and Fidelity, as it becorneth good 
and loyal Subjects ; feeking in all Things our and the 
Kingdom's true Intereft, obviating all impending Dan- 
gers, promoting as much as in them lies the publick 
ood, executing our and their Orders in all Things 
that are juft and laudable both before God and Man; 
and, ina Word, acquitting themfelves both towards 
us and them as it becomes good Men, and as faithful 
obedient Subjects ought to deport and behave them- 
felves towards their gracious and lawful Sovereigns. 
We likewife do thankfully acknowledge this Tefti- 
mony of the kindly Inclinations and Attachment of - 
the States for us inthis frce and unanimous Election ; 
and that they may, at the fame Time, be throughly 
perfwwaded of our fincere Intention and’great Concern 
for their Security and Happinefs, as likewife of the 
preat Refpest we owe to a Chniftian and well-regulated 
Jonftitution, and to a mutual Treaty folemnly made ; 
It is our Pleafure to affure the beforemention’d Sena- 
tors, and States of the Kingdom thereof, by the Pub- 
lication of thefe Pre‘ents ; and we do accordingly pro- 
mife to do, confirm, and conftitute all this, m the 
Manner and Form following, 
. Ip Seing that we have been educated in the Princi- 
ples of the Chriftian Religion, which is grounded 
upon the Doftiine of the Prophets and Holy Apoftles, 
comprehended in the unchangeable Confeflion of 
Augfourg, repeated and approv’d in the Year 1593, in 
the General Diet at Upfal, and likewile explain’d in the 
Articles of Agreement, commonly call’d, Liber Con- 
cordia, which, fince Gufavus the Firft fettled the Suc- 
ceffion of the Crown, has been religioufly look’d upon 
and confider'd by all the fucceeding Kings, as a Part 
of our Conftitution, and, in which, we are not only 
refolv'd to live and dye, but to take efpecial* Care’ te 
have our Children (if Heaven will favour us with fo 
great Bleflings as Heirs apparent to the Crown of Swe- 
den) brought up in the fame Principles of* Religion 
‘And as it was legal promis’d by Guffavus the Firft, 
at the Settlement of the Succeffion in our Family, 4 
repeated by the King’s moft excellent Majefty, our Fa- 
ther, of glorious Memory, in the Year 1672, fo we 
- promife 
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promife to uphold and maintain all the States of Swe- 
den; whether Ecclefiaftical or Secular, whether High 
or Low, in the Exercife of the Chriftian Religion and 
Ufe of the ‘Holy Sacraments, as fet torth in the Holy 
Scriptures, and exactly as it was receiv'd by Gu/tavus 
the laft of that Name, and by King Join, (both of glo- 
rious Memory) and afterwards folemnly confirm d in 
a General Diet at Upfal in the Year 1593. And we 
will and command that none of our Swedif Subjects,

Confervation of the fame, and namely, the Statute 
relating to Religion in the Year 1655, and the Eccle- 
fiaftical Laws made in the Year 1626. And moreover 
we are ready to concur with the States of the King- 
dom, whenever it ihall be judg’d neceffary, to make 
new Laws, or ftrengthen thofe already made, with 
additional Claufes and Explanations; and therefore 
we command all Governors, Sheriffs, or Lieutenants 

of Provinces, Bithops, Superintendants, Confiftorial 'f) 
Men, as all other Magfitrates, whether high, or of a 
lower Station, both in Towns and Villages, to keep 
a watchful Eye upon all fuch Perfons who prefume to 
contrevene thefe Orders, that they may in Time he 
Pcaily a from thrufting themfelves into Offices, or 











ily depos’d and laid afide, if crept in already, 
and fo prevent more Mifchiefs of that Nature; to the 
End, that all Things, under the Dire&tion of the all- 
= Providence, may be done with Decency and good 
Order. 

But here we muft obviate two great Difficulties ; the 
firft, relating to Embaffadors and Refidents of Foreign 
Princes, who profefs a different Way of publick Wor. 
fhip from that receiv’d and eftablifh’d in this King+ 
dom,. whom we can’t but indulge in the Exercife of 
their own Religion, without a manifeft Violation. 
and Titringement of the Law of Nations. The other 
Difficulty relates to Strangers, who come to this King- 
dom in Queft of fome Civil or Military Binployment, 
Merchants to carry on Trade, and Artilans to exercife 
here their refpeétive Occupations, profefling likewife 
a different Religion. Therefore we allow to Embafli- 
dors and all publick Minifters, with their Retinues, the 
free Exercife of their Religion in their own Houfes; 
but with this Provifo, that no other Strangers, tho 
of the fame Religion, be permitted to affift at any A& 
of Religion in the Houle of the faid publick Mi- 
nifters, much lefs is it allow’d that any of our Sub- 
jects fhould. affift on wow sie Occafion, _ And as for 
other Strangers, whether Merchants, Officers, Ser 
vants, or Artifans, they may ferve God: privately im 
their own Houfes as long as they live quietly; but 

‘they are not to form themfelves into a Conventi 
whether private or publick ; neither fthall they’be al 
low’d any Minifter or Preacher cither’in Town ot 
-Countsy, whether it be for the. Exercifé of —_ 
fo 4 igion, 
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ligion, or for the Inftruction of their Children, or fur 
any other Pretext whatfoever, under Penalty of being 
feverely profecuted according to Law. And if they 
a that their Children thould enjoy the Privileges 

a Swedifh Subje&, they are to bring them up in our 
Religion, in Purfuance to the Laws and Ordinances 
madeon that Beloit. —_Laftly, it any Perfon or Per- 
fons, of whatever Religion they be, be convicted of 
having (either by Word or Deed) rail’d at, or refieSted 
reproachfully upon the Holy Scriptures, and our Holy 





" Religion, he fhall asa bafe Reviler of God's Word, 


be thruft out of his Employment, and fhull be corpo- 
rally punifh'd, or othe:wife, as the Circumiftances of 
his Crime thail dire. 

IV. Seeing the Kingdom of Sweden is never to be 
divided ; but is to be govern'd with all its Provinces 
and other Appendages by one King, we are likewile 
fully re‘olv'd, not to difinember the. fame, by giving 


-— any Lands, Caftle, Fee-Farm, Province, or Prin- 
cipalt 


ty, upon any Account whatfoever; but in Cafe 
it thall pleafe Almighty God to blefs us with Heirs, 
none of them is to have any Lan or Principality 
fettled upon him ; (as it has been formerly prattis’d, 
to the great Detriment of the Swedifs Crown) but all 
eur Children, . of both Sexes, fhall content them/lves 
with fuch State and Revenues, as fhall be fettled upon 
them by the Wifdom of the Nation, and the Libera- 
lity of the King forthe Time being; and when any 
Princefs is to be marry’d, the ihall be paid 2 Dowry, 
fuitable to her Kank, as is ufual in fuch Cafes. 

V. And as we are defirous to adminifter the publick 
Affairs, by maintaining always a good Underftanding 
with the States of the Kingdom, as being a Body of 
Men invefted with Power to make now and hereafter 
fuch Laws and Ordinances as may be ufeful and ne- 
ceflary for the common Good ; and as for the Autho- 
= Pag to and intrufted with us, we hereby aflure 
all Men by thefe Prefents, both tor our felvesand Suc- 

it thal] be employ’d altogether, to pro- 

mote the Intereft of this Nation (as we have fignify’d 
already in our Letrer to the States of the Kingdom, 
bearing Date the zoth of Fanuary of this Inftant Year) 
and as far as it lies in us, we {hall ftudy to promote 
the Advantage of every one ; for we thall endeavour 
to make dhe Llearts of our loving Subjects the chief 
Support of our Government, in al] the whole a, 
° 
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of our Proceedings; the fundamental Laws ot this 
Kingdom thal! be our only Guide in adminiftring the 
publick Affiirs, which we fhall religioufly obferve 
without the Jeaft Alreration, un'efs fome concurrent 
Circymitances, join’d with the unanimous Content of 
the States, do require fome Amendments therein 

VI. We cannot give a more evident Demonftration 
to the States, and others the Inhabitants of this King- 
dom, of our fincere Intentions ro feek their Good in 





all our Proceedings, than by protefting now, in the | 


Beginning of our Reign, againft defpotick or abfolute 
Government, whereof the mifchievous Confequences 
have been very fatal and prejudicial to this Kingdom: 
Wherefore we do for ourfelves and Succeffors, by thefe 
Prefents, abrogate, abolith, and annihilate, that mon- 
ftrous Scheme and Form of Government; and if an 

Prince thall. for the Future, endeavour to renew the 
faid Form of Government, by making his own Will 
a Law, he fhall be declar’d an Enemy and a Traitor 
to his Country; and if any fof our Subjeéts thall be 
found to affert and abet any Pofitions tending there- 
to, he fhall, without Mercy, be pumith'd as a Traitor ; 
and the better to prevent the Machinations of thofe 
Affertors of Defpoticifm and Slavery, we Will and 
Command, That no Ferfon be invefted with any Em- 
ployment whatfoever, whether in Church or State, in 
any of our refpective Provinces, before he do folemn- 
ly fwear that he abhors the faid Form of Government, 
fo repugnant to and deftru&tive of the End and De- 
fign of Civil Government, in the very Words of the 
formal Oath provided for that Purpofe. 

VII. We will likewife always refpect the Senators 
arki Counfellors of the Kingdom, and efteem them 
and their Advice very highly, in the Management of 
all publick Affairs, and never will pretend to hinder 
tree Debates in General Diets; but that every Member 
thereot do fpeak his Opinion freely, withour any A 
prehention of our Difpleafure, however widely di 
rent it may be from Ours. Moreover, we leave to the 
States a full Liberty tochufe their Deputies to be fent 
to Diets, and, when afiembled, the Knights and Gen- 
try are at their Liberty to chufe Lieutenants or Gover- 
nors of Provinces ; and, laftly, the Prolocutors or 
Speakers of the _refpeétive States are at Liberty to 
chuie.a Secretary for the Peafants, who fhall rap + 

eur 
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their Bufine’s in the Diet; becaufe Peafants are fup- 
pos'd to be generally but very unikilful Penmen. 

Vi. And thar the great Affairs of the Kingdom 
may be the more effectually and ee difpatch’d, 
we do hereby promife to maintain the Honour and 
Dignity of all the refpective Officers of the Kingdom, 
in Preportion to the Quality of their Employment ; 
and more e/pecially, we will endeavour that the Law 
may have its tree Courfe, at the firft Inftance, as in 

{i Sorts of Cafes may be dif- 

tch'd betore their proper Tribunals; and as we have 
8a always ii lind to encourage Arts and Sciences, 
that this Kingd@m may be always provided with great 
Men in al! Kinds of Profeffions, that are ufeful and 
neceffary to promote the Happinefs of a polite Nation ; 
{owe are Now refolv’d, thatin difpofing of Employ- 
ments, whethcr Civil or Military, we thall have a 
more particular Regard to Capacity and perfonal Me- 
rit, than to any other Recommendation whatfoever ; 
and as tor the great Pofts of the Kingdom, we pro- 
mife to deal them out among fuch of the Nobility as 
thall diftinguith themfelves by civil or military Pru- 





' dence, as our Anceftors, of gloiious Memory, have 


been always accuftom’d to do. We promife likewife, 
that no Favour or Affection thali be hewn by us to 
any Perfon, of what Kank and Dignity foever he be, 
in Prejudice of any Man who now enjoys any Poft in 
this Kingdom, it he does difcharge his Duty with 
Dexterity and Faithfulne's; for we are fully perfwad- 
ed, that no publick Bufinefs can be duely difpatch’d 
without fkillful and experienc’d Officers, and therefore 
they ihould be never chang’d tor new Ones, but upon 
— and juft Reafons. _ 

1X. We promife to maintain the refpective States of 


this Kingdom, whether Civil or Ecclefiaftical, in all 
their Rights and Privileges, according to the Laws of 
the Land ; and we hall take likewife great Care thar 
no one State ihall encroach upon the Privileges of any 
of the other refpeétive States of the Kingdom, that 
all and mg Gen of the jaid States in particular, may 


enjoy all the Liberties and Privileges that they now 

are poflets’d of. 
X. We will neither proclaim War, make new or 
old Laws, without the Advice of our Privy 
Council, and the Approbation of the States of the 
Kingdom ; in like Manner, we thall iffue no Decree, 
Ordinance, 








- 
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Ordinance, or Prohibition, in which the whole King. 
dom may be concern’d, as levying of Taxes, unufal 
Tolls, Cuftoms, or Aids, without the Confent of th 
States, and Advice of our Privy Counfellors. Much 
Jefs will we permit any Officers or Governors, whe. 
ther Superior or Subaltcrn, in any of our Provinces, 
tolevy Tolls or Cuftoms, to feize Horfes for Carriage, 
or Ships tor Tranfport, without our efpecial Orden, 
which thal] always be conformable to the wholefome i) 
Laws of this Realm, and with the Confent of ou 
‘Privy Council, as aforefaid ; and when there will be 
Neceffity for iffluing out fuch Mandates or Prohibiti- 
ons, we will, that they remain in full Force and Vir 
tue, unrepeal d and unabolith’d, ‘rill we thall have 
fignify’d our Pleafure herein. Neither {hall we grant 
any Frivileges to any Perfon or Pesfons, but what is 
fuitable to his Condition and Quality, with the Con- 
fent of the States, whofe free Confent and Appro- 
bation thall never be extended any farther than the 
Tenor of his Letter Patents doth import. 

XI. We thall, with ali the Expedition poffible, 
fettle the publick Coin upon the faine Footing as it 
was in the Time of our Father, of glorious Memory, 
and make no Alteration thercin, without the publick 
Con ent of the States ; but maintain the fame in it 
joft Value and Luftre, by the feveral Ordinances made 
in Relation to the publick Coin, 

XIL. Bithops and Superintendants fhall be elected 
and ordain’d according to the Directions given in the 
Ecclefiaftical Ordinance, iffu'd out in the Year 1686, 
and the neceffiry Privileges to execute duely their te 
dpesctive Funétions thal] be inviolably maintain’d; and 
for the Regulation of Parochial Minifters, we let all 
Things ftand as they were in the Year 16803 but for 
the berter fettling the Right of Advowfon in every , 
Parith, we thal] order a feparate Commiflion for that 
Purpote, confifting of wife Men, both Ecclefiaftial 
and Secular, to take Cognizance of thefe Thirgs, 
and nrake their Report thereupon, with all convenient 





Farthermore, we will maintain Univerfities, Free- 
Schools, Schools, Hofpitals, and more-efpeciaily the 
QOiphan-Houfe, in Stockholm, invall their Liberties and 
Privileges, and fhall make no Alteration therein, but 
by the Advice of. the Bithops, Profeffors in Univer 
fities, School-mafters, and other Ecclefiafticks thereif 

interefted, 
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interefted, that all Church Officers may follow theit 
Employments in their refpective Stations with Alacrity 
and Cheerfulnefs , having wherewithal trom their fet- 
tled Incomes to live comfortably: Special Care will 
be likewife had to keep our Cathedrals, Hofpitals, and 
other publick Buildings, in good Kepair. . 

Xi}, We thall, in like Manner, take fpecial Care 
to fee all Legacies, whether given by the Kings of 
Sweden our Predeceffors, or by private Perfons, towards 
any charitable Ufes, apply’d to fulfil the pious Inten- 
tions of the Teltators, and not be imbezil’d or apply’d 
to any other Ufe; and if in the laft Reigns any-fach 
Mifapplications have been, we thall prevent the like 

ifcarriages for the future. Neither do we pretend 
to difpofe of fuch Penfions or Megacies but whae has 
been given by the Crown and the Liberality of our 
.Predeceffors, And for farther Confirmation of our 
fincere Intentions of religioufly obferving al! the 
aforefaid Points, to all Intents and Purpofes, and that 
wewill not fuffer any of them to be infring’d by 
any of our Minifters, much lefs contravene any of 
them our felves, we have hereunto fet our Hand and 
Royal Seal, Dated at Stockholia the 21ft of February, 
1719.

The States-General having made very prefling In- 
fiances at the Court of Sweden to obtain the Liberty 
of their Commerce in the Baltick ; and their Minifters 
at Stockholm having prefented a Memorial on that Sub- 


jet, the Queen return’d the following Anfwer to it. 


Her Swedith Majeffy’s Anfwer to the Memorial, dated 
the 2d of April, fgn’d by M, Rumpf and M. de Bye, 
Miniffers of the High and Mighty Lords tthe States-Ge- 
neral of the United Netherlands, deliver’d on the 
15th of May, «719. 

HEX Majefty having been gracioufly pleas’d ‘to 
; caufe the Memorial of their High Mightineffes 
Minifters, M. Rumpf and M. de Bye, to be laid before 

» with what they have urg’d in it at large, demand- 
ing that the Dutch Ships, feiz’d contrary to the Tenor 
of Tieaties, and ftill remaining in Sweden, be releas’d ; 
that the Lofs fuftain’d by it might be examin‘d into, 
in order to make Satisfaction for the fame; and par- 
ticularly, That the free Nastation of Livonia anighe 

€ 
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be fet open, by taking off the Prohibition of trading 
thither. 

After having duly weigh’d and confider’d every 
Thing, her Majefty anfwers, That if fhe would have 
infifted on her own Right, which is approv’d by the 
Examples of fo many Nations, even by what the States- 
General themfelves‘have lately done, and grounded 
on the Maxims of War every where obferv'd; thofe 
had been very great Reafons ‘for her Majefty not fo 
eafily to yield to the Defire of the Subjects of the 
United Netherlands. Yet being mindful otf the Pro- 
feffion of Friendihip and Good-will, which her Ma- 
jefty, immediately upon her Acceflion to the Crown, 
@us'd to be made by her Minifters to the Republick 
of the United Netherlands, and continuing in the 
fame Difpofition, her Majefty is not willing to make 
a Difficulty of complying with this their Defire. But 
be afferting her own Right, and providing for the 

curity of the Kingdom, her Majefty cannot conde- 
{cend to the granting of the defir’d tree Trade and 
Navigation in the Baltick ; but with this Limitation, 
that it be only for fome Time, and on certain Con- 
ditions, to be obferv’d on the Part of the Republick,

That they ftri@ly charge their Subjects, and engage, 
that the firft Dutch Ships bound for the Baltick ihall 
import, at a reafonable Price, -into the Harbours of the 
Kingdom of Sweden, Corn, and all Sorts of Provifi- 
ons, Mafts, Hemp, and whatever Stores are_neceflary 
for Building and Reficting of Ships. 2d/y, That the 
be prohibited under fevere Penalties, and give fuffi- | 
cient Security, to carry no contraband Goods to the 
Enemy, much lefs to fell them Ships fit for warlike 
Service. 2¢/y, That the Srates-General procure forall 
Manner of Merchant-fhips trading to and trom Swe- 
den, an entire free Egrefs and Kegrefs. qrhly, That 
they take particular and effectual Care, that the’ Da- 
ify Flect, which ftill keeps the Harbour of Gottenbourg 
block’d up, may _be recall’d.

Way fafe and honourable to her Majefty. 

In Cafe the States-General of the United Nethers 
lands declate their Willingnefs to agree to, procure, 
and obferve thofe Conditions, they will find her Ma- 
fefty on her Part, ready to prolong the Time of this 
_ Freedom of Trade to the Swedifp Harbours in the Bal- 
. tick, one by the Czar of Mufcovy, now limited 

only for a certain Term, As to the Reititution of the 
feiz'd Ships, and the Satisfaction for the Lofs the 
Dutch Subjects have fuffer’d by it, demanded by the 
faid Minifters ; her Majeft will make it her particular 
Care, not only that new Eaouiey be made with Re- 
lation to the Complaints already given in, to the 
End all legal Proceedings may be redrefi'd, which, 
in fome Cafe or other, may have happen’d; but 
alfo, that Juftice and Equigy may be adminiftred to 
every one according to Cirtecittances. To conclude ; 
. her Majefty hopes this-will appear a Mark of her 

riendihip, fo ihe will never decline any other Oppor- 
tunity for the future of giving ftill larger Proofs of 
it. And fo her Majefty heartily recommends the Ke- 
ublick of the United Netherlands to the Care. and 
roteétion of Almighty God, affuring them of her con- 





flant Affection; as likewife the Minifters of the Re- 
publick of her Royal Favour and Good- will.

We will conclude the Affairs. of Sweden with the 
following difinal Account of the Retreat of the Swe 
difo Army out of Norway. 

General Abrenfeld, who lay before Drontheim, ba- 
ving teceiv'd, by an Exprefs, Advice of the King of 
Sweden's being kill’d at Frederick/bal, with Orders to 
leave Norway, immediately refolv'd to withdraw to 
Sweden with his Army, which was already reduc’d by 
Defertion and other a of War to 7300 Men, 
He firft call’d a Council of War, to confule how bef, 
to fecure their Retreat without being overtaken by the 
Danes : On the Side where they had_enter’d Norway 
it was impoffible for them to return, by reafon of the 

reat Quantity of Snow that had fallen there ; befides, 

at a Body of Danes from Dronzheim ftood near their 
Flank to cut off their Retreat: To draw lower, in 
order to return to Sweden. by Offerdalen, was, indeed, 
peer enough ; but then.another Body of Danes, 
rom Wingher, was advancing that Way, and would 
have been able to have ftopp’d their Paflage; and if 
thofe from Drontheim had marci¥d up at the fame Time 
they would ina Manner have furrounded the Swedifp 
Army; fothat there was no Probability of efcaping 
that Way without hazarding all. General Abrenfeld 
therefore, having well weigh'd thefe Difficulties, re- 
folv’d to make his Ketreat over a Defart eight Leagues 
in Length, lying between Meragher, Fidalen, and | 
Handelhe. anwar, 6 on the 1ith of January he 
began to march with his Forces and arriv’d in tolerable 
eather at the Entrance of the Defart, tho’ the deep 
Snow did not permit them to advance above a League 
a Day: They had hardly made two Leagues of their 
Way with the utmoft Difficulty, when they were 
overtaken by a dreadful Storm of Snow, which lafted 
three Days and as many Nights without Intermiffion, 
and brought the Swedifo Army to fo miferable a Con- 
dition, that fome Danif) Dragoons, who were theif 
Prifoners, but made their Efcape, declar’d upon Ona 
at 
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Oaths, that they could not fufficiently defcribe the Ca- 
lamity to which they were reduc'd. The Account 
they gaveof itin their Affidavits, is as follows: That 
they (the Danifp Dragoons) were tied, fix and fix toge- 
ther, to a long Rope, arid led by a Mufketeer in the 
Vanguard of the Swedifh Army; that from Time to 
Time there was given them a Mouthful of Rye, fome- 
times Perley or a little Oats, and a {mall Morfel of 
Meat, without any Salt, and that they were drage’d 
along in this Manner,, when the dreadful Weather 
above-mention’d befel them. They obferv’d on the 
13th of January, as they march’d along, a Lieutenant, 
with fifty Men, lying all on a Heap, dead with Cold, 
except one Mufketeer at, who ftood Centinel ; but 
he not being reliev'd in Time, dropt down dead with 
the reft. General Abrenfeld himfelf coming u 





f Pp, and 
being an Eye-Witnefs of this Mifery, was flruck 
with the utmoft Horrour, and gave the Prifoners 
Leave to unbind themfelves, bur being ftiff with 
Cold like the reft, they were unable to do it, which a 
Swedifb Dragoon perceiving, took Pity of them, and 
cut the Rope that bound them together. The General, 


(\ however, continu’d to march on that Day, and order’d 


the Prifoners to remain with the Vanguard, where 


Numbers of Men were continually perifhing of Cold; 
and nothing all that Day was feen or heard but la- 
mentable Voices and Groans, and fuch a Scene of Mi- 
fery as is beyond Expreffion.’ 

“This difmal Weather continu’d on the 14th of Fa- 
mary, when the Prifoners obferv’d that moft of the 
— were either dead or dying in the Snow, and

that fcarce a Swede was lett alive to guard the Prifo- 
ners ; who thereupon refolv’d to turn back, and keep, 
4s well as they were able to judge, to the fame Way 
they. were come: They found, at length, the main 
Ody of the Swedes, of whom whole Squadrons were 
funk in the Snow, fome trod under-Foot by their 
Horfes, others pitch’d upon their Heads, and opprefs'd 
by their Arms and Accoutrements; others lying by 
whole Troops upon each other, ftill holding their 
Horfes, which were likewife perith’d, nothing appear- 
ing of. fome of them but here and therea Head rear- 
ing out of the Snow. General shrenfeld himfelf re- 
tird over the Mountain of Fidel with 5250 Men, of 
Whom only 2c00 liv’d to reach Haudel, and that too 
info miferable a Condition, that even of them 564 


dy'd 
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dy’d foon after ; and the remaining 1436 were oblig'l 
to march three we and a half farther over Moun- 
tains almoft inacceflible ; fo that only 872 Finlanders 
arriv’d at Dunafchantz in Sweden, in which Fort they 
were put into Garrifon. The whole Number of thot ' 
who perifh’d in this March amounted to 4380 Men; 
and of the other Body, confifting of 1500 Foot 
500 Horfe, who pafs’d over the Mountain of Sunt, 
1300 only arriv’d in Sweden, 700 of them having pe- 
rifh’d in the Snows ; infomuch that, inall, only 2215 — 
Men of that Army return’d to Sweden, *

A Mifunderftanding having happen’d, and ftill fah+ 
fifting, between the Czar oF Mufcovy and the 
King of Prufia on the one Part, and the King and 
Republick of Poland on the other Part, relating to the 
Settlement of the Succeflion to the Dutchy of Cou- 
land, we will firft give a thort Account of that Dutchy, 
and then proceed to the Matter in Debate. 

Courland, or Curland, isa Dutchy lying between the 
Baltick Sea, Samogitia, a Province of the Kingdom of 
Poland, and Livonia.: Goldingen is its Capital, and the 
Town of Mittau the ordinary Refidence of the Dukes, 
It was formerly Part of Livonia, from whence the Ri- 
ver Dwima feparated it; but that Province being de- 
flroy’d by the Swedes and Mu/fcovites, the Archbithop 
of Riga, and the Great Mafter of the Teutonick Order, 
put themfelves under the King of  Poland’s Protection, 
with what little was left them: And then it was that 
Sigifmond ‘Auguflus, King otf Poland, ereéted Courland 
into a Dutchy, and gave it to Godard Ketler of Neffelrot, 
Jaft Great Matter of the Teutonick Order in Livonit, 
to hold it as a Fief from the Crown of Poland. The 
fmall Province Semigallia, wherein is the Town of 
Mittau, is a Dependant of this Dutchy, which is the 
Reafon that the Duke takes the Title of Duke of 
Courland, Livonia, and Semigallia, 

We come now to the Matter in Difpute between the 
Princes above-mention’d. On the 17th of December, 
1718, the Great Chancellor of the Crown of Poland : 
held a Council at Warfaw, with the Senators who

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were then in that City, and, among other Things, 
’d to their Deliberation, a Memorial which -had 
tranfmitted to the King of Toland by the Nobi- 
bed Courland, wherein they acquainted his Majefty 
the Republick, That it had been propos’d to chen 


Nag Czar and the King of Prufia, to declare the 





rave Of Brandenburg-Swedt Duke of Courland, in 
ideration of his Marriage with the Dutchefs 
Dowager, (who is Niece of the Czar) and to fettle 
the Succeffion on their Iffue; defiring the Republick 
to confént to it, in order to reftore the Peace and 
Tranquillity of that defolate Country. The Senate, 
having taken this into their Confideration, refolv’d, 
That the Requeft of the Nobility of Courland ihould 
be rejected ; not only becaufe the true Heir, Duke 
Ferdinand, is ftill alive; but likewife becaufe, in Cafe 
he fhould happen to die witkout Male Iffue, the Right 
to difpofe of that Dutchy belongs to the King and 
the Republick. 
But to fet this Matter in a: clearer Light, we will 
here infert the following authentick Pieces, by which 
the Pretenfions of the feveral- Parties will plainly

| ALetter from bis Polith Majefly to the King of Pruflia, 
W E could ite give any Credit to the Reports 


lately fpread Abroad, touching the Affair of 

the Succeffion of Courland and Semigallia, as relying 
upon your Majefty’s repeated Declarations of Friend- 
thip, which were largely renew’d by the lait Letters 
wereceiv'd at Grodno from your Majefty: But when, 
contrary to all Hope and Expectation, we receiv’d cer- 
tain and undoubted Advice of what has been tranf- 
afted in Courland, we could not but be furpriz’d to 
hear, that a Prince, whovis the Friend and Ally of us 
and the Republick, had fuch Defigns, as are not only 
unfriendly, but even contrary to the Treaty of per- 
petual Alliance; namely, That your Majefty, upon con- 
certed Counfels with the moft ferene Czar of Mu/co- 
y, had not fcrupled to fend a Minifter, and by ex- 
prefs and open pe yerare to-folicite, urge, and en- 
gage the Nobility of the Dutchy of Courland and ,Se- 
nigallia, (in Prejudice to the fupreme Right and di- 
maDeominion which from ancient Times unqueltio- 
nably and by Virtue of Subjection and Incorporation 
mg $> the Kingdom of P/and; without our 
pedi _ Knowledge, 
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Knowledge, and without confulting the Republick; 
and this during the Life of the lawful Prince 
Feudal Poffeflor, the moft illuftrious Ferdinand Duke 
of Livonia, Courland, and Semigallia; while. the faid 
Wobility are under Vaflalage, ftipulated upon Oath 
in the abovefaid Subjetion; and therefore contrary 
to the Fidelity they have {worn to us and the Repub. 
lick; as likewife contrary to the Difpofition of the 
Republick, enaéted into a Law by the General Diet

plying to us, and requiring Adminiftration of uftice 
feverely threaten'd our and the Republick’s faid 
City. by your Letters, that your Majefty would give 
certaisrs Orders which would prove very difagreeable to 
them, and make them very uneafy, in Cafe the faid 
City, fo much impoverith’d, exhaufted, and_diftrefsd 
by innumerable publick and private Calamities, did 
not fully and at once pay to your Majefty, withina 
very fhort Term, and without any farther Refpite, 
certain Sums of Ee | borrow’d oF your Subjects in , 

the Emergencies of War, Part of the Principal of 
which they have already paid on Account, and given 
fufficient Security for the reft; and this on Pretence of 
having obtain’d a Ceflion of the Right and Claim of 
your Subjects, tho’, by common Law, no Inferior may 
make over his Right toa Superior, and tho’ thercis 
no Example that fuch rigid and immediate Satisfaction 
has been exacted from any of the many Kingdom, 
States, and Territories, plung’d into exceflive Debs 
by the late Wars.

ture, thould happen to be infinuated to you againft 
us; for this will enable us to vindicate our unchangea- 
ble Friendthip towards your Majefty and the moft 
Serene Republick from all Afpertion.

Confequencey and unqueftionably belongs to the 
Female Heirs, upon the Failure of the Male Line of 
the Duke ‘of Cour/and, would have been feparated 
from the ‘Fief of that Dutchy.

perhaps have gone no farther, than treating their Sub 
jets living in the Territories under our Dominion, in 
the fame Manner as they do ours, and what common 
Right of Nations allows, namely, denying them the 
Adminiftration of Juftice and Equity, as Jong as they 


continue to defer doing Juftice to our Subjects, by de 


taining the Money due to them. 

If your Majefty will with your ufual Equity more 
maturely weigh all this, there is no Doubt you will 
eafily fee, that ;we have done or undertaken nothing, 
either in the Affair of Courland, or with relation to 
the City of Dantzick, that can or ought to be deem'd 
in any Manner contrary to the Treaties and Alliances 
in which we are engag d with your Majefty. It feems 
therefore wholly fuperfluous to call, on this Occafion, 
upon the moft Serene Guarantees of the Treaties of 
Peace of Velaw and Oliva, and to require their Gua 
rantee, as we are inform’d your Majefty has done, tho’ 
without any Neceffity or fufficient Caufe. Your Ma- 
jefty rather may perfwade your felf, that we are will- 
ing at all Times facredly and inviolably to obferve the 
atorefaid Treaties and Alliances, and to cultivate with 
the utmoft Care and Friendihip, the Laws of good 
Neighbourhood, obferv’d at ail Times between our 
Predeceffors and the moft Serene Republick, and to 
employ all that lies in us for maintaining the Liberty, 
Glory, and Rights of a Nation we are in Friendthip 
with, and for promoting its Intereft.

what they owe them.

advantage of the Republick. Which having on feveral 
Occafions explain’d in Writing, and hitherto made 
ev in Fa&t, we have Reafon to be concern’d, that

Poland, and our innocent Enteritions mifreprefented th 


fo unfair a Manner. 

Such Rumours having been fo openly fpread, that 
they muft reach our Ears as well as évery one's elfe, 
we have been neceffitated to publifh in Print a Decha- 
ration, in order to undeceive all'the World, and, par- 
ticularly, the Poi Nation, who have been infidioully 

ffefs'd by the Infinuations of Perfons who en- 
deavour to make us odious in Poland. We fend your 
‘Majefty a Copy of that Declaration, not doubting 
that if you pleafe throughly to weigh the Arguments 
fet forth in it, you will conceive more equitable and 
favourable Sentiments of us. 

Hut ‘a new Thing that moft furpriz’d us, is, that 
inthe faid Letter your Majeity afferts, That the Hopfe 
of -Brandenburgh ought not to be itted to grow 
more’powerful ; that it is forthis Reafon the Repub- 
lick have hitherto delay’d owning our Royal Title of 
Prufia; and that confequently there is no great Proba- 
bility ot their confenung that Courland ihould become 
an Acceflion to it, 

In Truth, we never had fo much as the Thought, 
much lefs the Defign, to acquire the Dutchy of Cour 
dana, or to. tacorporate it with Prufiz, or to raife our 
Power and Force by that Acceflion, The a 
rather a s by the Conventions we have enter’ 
_ into with his Czarith Majelty, in which it is provided 

in exprefs Terms, That the Dutchy of Courland ihall 
never, at any Time, become an Acceffion either to 
Prufia,.or the Dominions of his Czarith Majefty, im 
Cafe it thould be conferr’d by the King and the Repub- 
lick asa Fief on the Margrave of Swedt. ‘ 

Befides, to make fich a plain and open Declaration 
that the Houle of Brandenburg ought not to be fufferd 
to increafe; to fhew a Willingnefs to hinder it, and 
even :tolay it down,for 2 Maxim that it ought tobe 
hinder'd, is certainly a Thing inconfiftent with, and 

contrary 
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contrary to the perpetual Treaties between the Re- 
publick of Polond and the Houfe of Brandenburg, 
which import, in plain Terms, that they are to promote 
each other’s Interefi and Advantage with the fame 
Care as their own, 

To wave many Inftances which prove how faith- 
fully we and our Predeceffors have obferv’d this, and 
with what meat Application we have promoted the 
Security, Prefervation, and Increafe of the Kingdom 
of Poland, it will be fufficient to mention the Expedi- 
tion againft Stralfund, which we undertook a few 
Years ago, at the Expence of much Blood and Trea- 
fare, chiefly for preventing the late King of Sweden's 
obftinate Defign of making another Irruption into 
Poland, and filling that Kingdom with Deftrustion and 
Blood-fhed. 

We are ftill of the fame Mind, and fhall, for the 
future, preferve the fame Good-will towards your 
Majefty and the Republick of Poland. We thall not 
only rejoice to feea mingiows, with which we are in 
Friendihip, rife preferably to any other in Europe, to 
the moft flourifhing, wealthy, and powerful Condi- 
tion; but we even will, if it be in our Power, con- 
tribute to it. In Keturn, we hope your Majefty and 
the Republick will not grudge nor envy whatever Ad- 
pon accrue to the Houfe of Brandenburg from God 
Almighty and Fortune. 

As for what concerns the Debts of the City of 
Dantzick, we fhould like it ab well if your Majefty 
would be pleas'd to compel them by Authority to 
make due Satisfaction ; but to engage in the Wind-

Letter feems to infinuate) to pafs through feveral Gra- 
dations in demanding juftice, this would indeed be

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vers falfe Reports and forged Suppofitions, char ing 
us with @Defign to tear from the Kingdom of Poland, 
not only the Dutchy of Courland, but other Provinces 
alfo, and to rend the whole Kingdom, as Jikewife to 
excite War and Commotion in the Empire ; infinuat- 
ing, that the keeping of our Forces in [Poland thew'd 
we had fuch deep Defigns as were contrary te the In. 
tereft of the Emperor and other Powers; with other 
Matters of the like Nature.

So much the lefs therefore are we willing to fuffer thar 
it be divided, fubdu’d, or that an Hereditary Succeffi- 
on be fet up in it againft the Will of the. States; a 
Thing we can never permit, both by Reafon of the 
Friendihip, and the ancient and late Alliances we 
have with that neighbouring Kingdom, and in Con- 
fideration of our own Intereft. Yet for all this fin- 
cere, friendly, and well-meaning Condué&, we have 
met with no other Return than thofe invidious Ke- 
fleétions. Whoever is but a little verfed in Politicks 
and Affairs of State, may eafily difcern, that there 
was no fairer Opportunity of cing any Defign 
we might have cd teak Poland, than when upon the 
Vidtory we obtain’d near Pultowa, all was leit to our 
Power and Difpofition ; and had we had a Mind at 
that Time when your Majefty had abdicated the 
Crown, to place another inftead of the expell’d S¢2- 
niflaus Lefzezynfei on the Throne of Poland, (for do- 
ing which great Application was made to us) it had 
been gafy tor us to do as we pleas’d, and confult our 
own Profit: But with what Zeal and Magnanimity 
we efpous’d the Intereft of your Majedty’s Perfon fo 
injurioufly treated, and affifted you in Mounting the 
Throne of Poland again, is plain to all the World; 
nor can we believe that it has already efcap’d your

What relates to our Forces continuing in or returns 
ing to Poland, the Reafon why the Jody of our 
Troops marching from Mecklenburg to our Dominions, 
had Orders on the Frontiers of the Republick to re- 
turn back, was becaufe we heard that the Agreement 
we had made with the City of Dantzick, purfuant to 
which that City was to fic out in your Majefty’s 
Name, certain Privateers for the common Intereft of 
the Allies, and againft their common Enemy the 
King of Sweden, had been difapprov’d, which is a 
great Injury to us, and Neglect of us, though it was 
concluded with your Majefty’s Confent and Approba- 
tion, and that your Majefty had engag’d to us to give 
Leave to thofe of Dantzick to perform that Agree- 
ment. Yet they were forbid to fit out thofe Priva- 
teers, notwithftanding, by Virtue of our Alliances 
with your Majefty and ae Republick, all Manner ot 
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Damage ought tobe done to the Enemy where-evet 
Occafion offers; inftead of which, by -perimitting 
thofe of Dantzick to carry to the Enemy's Dominions 
Money, Provifion, and Ammunition, the Enemy is 
actually fupply’d wich warlike Stores and Neceffiries 
for Life, which we cannot conftrue otherwife than to 
be defign’d to our Prejudice and Damme. Anothet 
Reafon why our Forces were to continue in Poland, 
was, becauie we had Reports, fupported by weighty 
Arguments, that the States of the Republick were to 
te compell’din the Diet of Grodno, to namea Suc- 
ceffor and Heir to the Crown; an Affair to which we 
will never confent: And as we have made it.our Care 
to maintaiit the Liberties and Rights of the Repub- 
hick on many Occafions, with the Hazard of our own 
Perfon, and the Lives of our Subjects, we declate 
hereby that we will do the fame for the future: Yet 
when your Majefty and the Republick defir’d us, by 
Letters fent from the Diet at Grodno, to caufe our For- 
ces tO evacuate their Territories, we condefcended 
without any Delay, by returning fatisfactory Anfwets 
to every Particular alledg d in thofe Letters relating to 








this Affair, and fending Orders to our Forces to 


mito out of the Kingdom, which they are actually 
oing. 

Cariceising the falfe Afperfion and Imputation, 4s 
if we had manifefted our ill Intentions againft the 
Emperor and the Empire, we affure your Majefty alfo 
in this Point that we never had fuch Thoughts, but 
rather have always been ftudious how to cultivate 
Friendihip and good Correfpondence with his Impe- 
rial Majefly, and to tie thofe Bands ftill fafter by all 
poffible Methods, being fill willing to continue in 
the fame Difpofition, Of which our good Intention, 
and that we never aim’d at any Thing in the Empire, 
we can alledge as an evident Proof, that when upon 
your Majefty’s Requifiton, we march’d our Army into 
the Territories of the Empire, and took the Fortrefs 
of Stetin and other Places, yet we kept none of them 
in our Poffeffion, to do which we had a favourable 
Oppertunity in that Junéture; but deétiver’d them up, 
into the Hands of our Confederates, ‘ai beitig Part of 
the Empire ; nor did our Army remain atiy longer in 
the faid Territories, than ’sill Satisfaction was made 
ro.us for the Expetices of that Expedition.

Having thus made out to your Majefty that thofe 
Reports {pread againft us are groundlefs and deceitful 
Contrivancés, we proceed to defire your Majefty as a 
Brother and Friend, to have Regard nor only to the 
many Marks we have given you of a ready Friend- 
fhip and conftant Affection, but alfo to-the Engage- 
ments your Majefty is under, both by the Treaty of a

nal was deliver’d to us by Prince Dolborucki; This 
fhould juftly have given us Reafon to fufpeét it was 
done defigned!y and malicioufly, in order to difturb 
the publick Peace, to create Jealoufy, and to break the 
ftrict Union that is between us and the States of the 
Republick ; though we are confident our juft Aétions 
and fiucere Intentions towards the Republick, ¢whole 
Liberty we always have endeavour'd to preferve un- 
touchid, and accordingly have rejected all Advices 


,that have been given us to the contrary) will render 


ineffectaal thofe Artifices and. Attempts tending to 
diffolve that Union between us and the Republick. 
We were of Opinion, that after fo many fincere Ex 
planations which we have given to your Czarith Ma- 
jefty’s Embaffador, both by Word of Mouth and by 
Whiting, and of which we haye given real Proofs, 
and.a’ter the Detection of the Falihood of . what oe 
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been contriv’d in former Times, your Majefiy ought 
fot to give Ear nor Credit to* the like Reports, the 
Fallhood of which is fo evident, that,it difcovers it 
felf without any Proof. For as to our Minifter,

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That she King, his Mafter, being inform'd of this 
Difappointment, and heing unwilling to let flip any 
of the Advances made by his Czarith Majefty, had 
fent Orders to him to continue his Journey, and to 
open the Inftructions defign’d for Sir John Norris ; 

rfuant to which Inftruétions, he was not only to 
return his Czarifh Majefty Thanks for the obliging 





* Declaration he had been pleas’d to make by his be- 


fore-mention’d Refident at the Britif> Court, but like- 
wife to affure his Czarith Majefty of the perfe& Efteem 
the King, his Matter, had tor his Perfon ; and that his 
Majefty had nothing more at Heart, than to eftabliih 
an entire Confidence, and to enter into Engagements 
of the moft fincere and lafting Friendthip with his 
Czarith Majefty. 

The Czar anfwer’d in the Rufian Language, That he 
thank‘d his Britif Mayefty for the Affurances he gave 
him} of his Friendihip ; and that he would endeavour 
to cultivate it on his Part to the utmoft of his Power. 


On the 6th of My dy’d the Prince Peter Petrowitz, 
only furviving Son of the Czar, in the sth Year of 
his‘Age: He was declar’d Hereditary Prince of Mu/- 
covy immediately upon the folemn Renunciation made 
by the late Prince lexis Petrowitz; of which an Ac- 
count was given in the Hifforical Regifter N° X. The 
Czar has had eleven-Children by his prefent Confort, 
eight of whom are now dead: The three furviving 
are Daughters, the eldeft of them is eleven Years of 
Age, and’ refembles the Czar very much: But’ the 
deceas’d Prince dlexis left a Son who is now four Years 
old, and according to the Right of Succeflion ought 
to fucceed his Czarifh Majefty. 

The Expedition in which the Czar is now engag’d 
againft Sweden, muft be refer'd ‘till we can {peak of it 
with greater Certainty.

The EleStor Palatine remain’d as inflexible to the

your Imperial and Royal Majefty; yet the Extremity 
of my Diftrefs forces me to io Recourfe to you, as | 
to the Fountain of the Profperity of all Chriftendom, 
for that Relief which your innate Clemency never 
denies to any Man. 

The Death of the King of Sweden is to me a Matter 
of the — Affliction; and I fhould regard my 
prefent Condition as helplefs and defperate, did not 
my Mind, overwhelm’d as it is with fatal Calamities, 
ftruggle to relieve itfelf by the Hopes and Confidence 
I have in your Imperial and Royal Majefty’s Protetti- 
on. Your Juftice cannot fuffer me to perifh, merely 
becaufe I endeavour’d to preferve my native Country 
from utter Deftru&ion: Your Piety eos Comfort to 
the Afflicted ; your Magnanimity and Generofity will | 
open_ your to my Entreaties; your Goodnels 
and Lenity will fp the Courfe of my Calamities; 
thofe Virtues would fuffer by your letting me fuffer. 
Your great Prudence will judge ge Caufe not to be 
lefs juft for being unfortunate; the rather, becaufe 
the moft auguft Emperor Fofepb, of immortal Memo- 
ry, acknowledg’d me by his Embaffador Count Zin- 
zindorf ; which muft be. a convincing Proot to your 
Imperial and Royal Majefty of my Attachment to your 
moft Auguft Houfe.

And fo his Imperial Ma- 
jefty will judge, whether Count Flemming and his 
Malter can form Pretenfions of that Nature with the 
leaft Appearance of Juftice. 

As for what you mention of my being comprehend- 
ed in the Treaty at the Congres of Brunfwick, lam

felves, by the Maxims of War, to hinder all Com- 
merce with Sweden, and the Countries that are in 
Enmity with his Czariih Majefty and his Allies, and 
to annoy the Kingdom of Sweden in all ema Man- 
ner, as well in their Commerce as in all Things elfe,

In the laft Reziffer Notice was taken o. MM. Colfter’s 
Arrival at Madrid, and of the little Hopes that Mle 
nifter had of fucceeding in- his Negotiation at the 
Court of Spain: Now the Spani Embaflador at the 
Hague, the Marquefs de Beretti Landi, having inform'd 
Cardinal Alberoni, that the cold Reception the faid 
Embaflador of the States had met at Madrid, had 
difgufted fome Members of the Regency, his Emi- 
nency writ the following Letter to the faid Marquefs 
upon that Subject. 

N Confequence of what your Excellency menti- 
| on’d to mein rae Letter of the 18th paft. rela- 
tingto what you had been told of M. Col/fer’s Recep 
tion here, I find my felt oblig’d to repeat to you, that 
though it had been proper that Minitter — ne 
ec 
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opty to me, upon the repeated Inftances I made to 
in our Conferences, what was the true Nature of 
his Commiffion ; yet I could never obtain any other 
Anfwer from him, ‘than that it confifted in giving 
Affurances to the King, our Mafter, of the conftant 
Friendthip of the States-Generai. Therefore, as his Ma- 
jefty thought himfelf fufficiently affur’d of that good 
Correfpondence, and his Intentions being to main- 
tain it, on his Part, by all poflible Means, 1 anfwer’d 
the faid Embaflador, that feeing he had, as yet, nothing 





-eifeto propofe, I muft acquaint him, rhat his Majelty, 


confidering the Republick’s Wifdom and Zeal for the 
publick Tranquillity, had expe&ted quite another and 
more important Propofition from that Embaffy, which 
had fo much rais’d the Attention of the World ; and 
as his Majefty was really difpos’d to enter into the 
moft perfect Union with the United Provinces, fo 
it was on the other Hand their true Intereft, always 
to maintain Peace, Friendihip, and Alliance with 
Spain. During the Time that the Court was preparing 
for a long Journey, the faid Embaffador made no 
more particular Declaration, which was the Reafon 
‘why 1 told him that he might remain at Madrid; affur- 
ing him, at the fame-Time, that in Cafe he fhould 
teceive a new Commiffion, or farther Orders from his 
Matters, to confer about the prefent. Circumftances, 
he had only-to notify it, and that his Majefty would 
readily give him Leave to follow the Court. It is 
now above a Month fince we left Madrid; but neither 

M. Colfer written to me, nor has any Thing been 
infinuated to me on his Part. The King, our Mafter, 
is ftill of the fame Sentiments, and will always be 
ready to teceive Propofals for a reafonable Accommo- 
flation, provided they are not derogatory to his

T= Day the King’s Council came into Coutt, 
and the Sieur William de Lamorgan, Advocate-Ge 
neral, {peaking in their Name, faid, 

That the Attention they ought to have to maintain 
Peace and Tranquillity in the Kingdom, does not 

tmit them to remain filent, when they fee a new 
Writing difpers'd amongft the Publick, under the Ti 
tle of 4 Declaration. of his Catholick Majefty upon the 
Refolution be has taken to put himfelf at the Head of bis 
Forces, to fovour the Intereft of bis Moft Chriftian Me 
-jefty, and the French Nation. 

That it cannot be doubted, that this Work come 
from the fame Author who compos’d thofe which were 
condemn’d by the Arrefts of the Court of the 16th 
of Fanuary and 4th of February laft: That it is full of 
the fame Spirit of Rebellion ; and the fame Inveétives 
againit the Perfon of Monfieur the Duke of Orleam, 
are {pread throughout the whole. That they carry.on 
their Temerity fo far, as to difpute his Authority, and 
that he is called therein the pretended Regent; as if 
the Regency, to which he was call’d by the Right of 
Blood, and the Withes of the People, had nor been 
folemnly conferr'd upon him in one of the. mof 
Auguift Affemblies that was ever held in this Tribunal, 

That upon this Foundation, the Author gives. 10 
the King of Spain the Quality of Regent in this 
Kingdom: That he makes Ufe of his Name to com 
mand the French Tgoops to go over to the Spanif 
Camp, and promi‘es them, as a Reward for their 
fertion, not only the Favour of that Prince, but . 
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the Acknowledgment of their King, when he comes 
toa more advanc'd Age. 

That ’tis in vain he pretends to induce the Parlia- 
ments to concern themfelves in this Confpiracy, for 
they will never depart from the Fidelity they owe to 
the King, and wil] a!ways with Firmnefs oppofe the 
feditious Attempts of fuch who would take Advantage 
of the Time of a Minority to fow Difcord, and 
kindle the Fire of Divifion in the Kingdom: That 
as to what reJates to them in particular, they will never 
ceafe to apply all their Care for preventing the difmal 
Confequences fuch Writings may be attended with: 
That they came to defire that this Writing they bring 
to Court be fupprefs’d, and that this is the Subject of 
their Conclufion ; which they deliver'd to the Court, 
tovether with the lryine A aieagpec 

e King’s Council withdrew, and the Court having 
taken into their Confideration the faid printed Paper, 
entitled, 4 Declaration of hi Catholick Majefly, upon 
bis Refolution to put himfelf at the Head of hus Forces, 
to favour the Intereff of his Moft Chriftian Majefly and 
the French Nation, dated the 27th of April, 1719, 
order’d the fame to he fupprefs’d as feditious, tending 
to Rebellion, and contrary to the Royal Authority ; 
commanding fuch as have any Copies thereof, to 
bring them to the Greffe of the Court within eight 
Days after the Publication of this Arreft ; forbidding

timents on the Contents of that Declaration. 

The War which 1 am oblig’d to make with Spain, 
is neither defign'd againft its King, who is fo nearly 
united to me by the Ties of Blood, and to whom { 
have hitherto. given Proofs of the fincereft Friendfhj 
nor againft the Spanifh Nation, which France hag fo 
conftantly affifted with its Blood and Treafure, to 

referve their King on the Throne; but only againfta 
sa n Government, which oppreffes the Nation, ; 
abufes the Confidence repos'd in it by the Sovereign, 
and aims at nothing but rekindling 2 general Wat. 
Ali that I propofe by having Recourfe to Arms, is, 
that the King of Spain thould confent, whatever O 
pofition his Minifter makes to it, to be unanimoully 
acknowledg’d by all Europe the lawful Sovereign of 
Spain and the Indies, and to be for ever eftablith’d on 
his Throne. 

It is folely to the Minifter of Spain, the Enemy of 
the Quiet of Europe, that [| impute the Catholick 
King’s Refufal of Peace, the Confpiracies contriv'd in 
France, and all thofe Papers, which are no lefs abfurd 
in their aga gm than injurious to my Authority, 
in the Perfon of my Uncle the Duke of Orleans, who | 
is the Truftee of it. 

The Sentiments the French Nation have of thefe 
Papers, are fufficiently known by the fpeedy Con- 
demnation my Parliaments have pronounc’d on them, 
which makes it High Treafon to read only thofe 
{editious Writings, which are fo many Manifeftoes 
that Spain it felf furnilhes me with to juftify my 
Arms. 

The King of Spain yeproacties me, in them, witli 
being united with his Encmies. They are Enemies 
whont he has attack'd, and who offer hum Peace with 
great Advantages; and who are more in his Interett 
than his own Minifter,. who, to fatisfy his own Am- 
bition, would plunge him again in the Horrors _of the 
War, of which he has already but too much felt the 
Danger. My People well know, that the Alliances 
I have made, have no other End than their Security 
and Tranquillity; and the Projects of Spain make 
them more and more fenfible every Day how neceffary 


they were. 
Newerthelels, thefe Enterprizes of the King of 
Spain are colour'd over with the Name of Zeal and 
Affection 
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Affection fot his native Country, and are endeavour’d 
to be pafs’d upon the World for a generous Defign to 
deliver the French from Oppreffion. But thofe Senti- 
ments of Tendernefs which they afcribe to the King 
of Spain, are but meer Words, while they hope the 
Effects of them will prove more dangerous to France 
. than open Hoftilities. And, indeed, can there be a 

reater Hoftility againft a Nation, than to contrive to 
involve it in the Flames of Civil War? To ftir up the 
Subjects againft their Prince? To pretend to aflemble 
the States init without Summons and without Autho- 
rity? And to endeavour to corrupt, if it were poffible, 
the Fidelity of the Troops, by offering thema Re- 
ward for their Defertion, even by flattering them with 
the Royal Gratitude of the Mafter whom they fhould 
have the Bafenefs to betray. 

The King of Spain is put upon fill farther Attempts, 
though he is become entirely a foreign Prince, with 
Relation to France, by his folemn Renunciation; yet 
he is inftigated to ufurp in my Kingdom an imaginary 
Authority, which would fubvert all the Foundations 
of my juftand real Authority. He is induced to re- 
jet the Regency of the Duke of Orleans, fo folidly 
eftablifh’'d by the Rights of Blood, and fo unani- 








moufly acknowledg’d y all the States of the King- 
) 


dom upon the Death of the King, my Great Grand~- 
father, that even the Embaflador of Spain did not 
{cruple to own it; fo evident and indifputable was 
the Right of the Duke of Orleans. 

The King of Spain did not queftion the Regency 
of the Duke of Orleans, when his Minifter offer’d 
him to confirm all his Rights in what Manner he 
fleas’d, if he would, contrary to the Faith of Trea- 
ties, join with on torenew the War. Since when 
has the King of Spain been brought to difown that 
Regency? Since the Time, that by the Advice of the 
Regenr, I have oppos’d folid Alliances and neceflary 
Treaties tu the ambitious Projects of a Minifter, who 
breathes nothing but the Combnuftion of Exrope. A 
Regent, who is too great a Lover of Peace, and too 
intent uport the Safety of my Kingdom, lofes all his 
Rights in the Opinion of an Enemy, whofe Defigns 
he difappoints; and no Caluminies and Injuries, hi- 
dad unknown among Princes, are {pared again‘ 


The 
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The laft Piece, newly difpers’d in the Name of the 
King of Spain, tends to no lefs than inciting my Ar 
my to revolt, and to turn their Arms againit their 
Sovereign. Is the King of Spain, to whom his Mi- 
nifter attributes the Quality of Regent of France, and 
who, under that Title, takes upon him to iffue Com- 
mands to my Forces, fo little acquainted with ‘the 
Fidelity of the French? The Injury he does them 
would, were it poinble, redouble their Zeal and Cou- 
rage. They will not think fuch an Affront is to be . 
wiped off, but by ftill greater Efforts and more rapid 
Succeffes ; and even the Prefence of the King of Spain, 
at the Head of his Armv, which would be glorious 
to him on any other Occafion, muft appear to them 
an odious Invitation to act contrary to their Duty, 
which will excite them to difcharge it the better. 

I therefore command them nothing but what their 
Affection and Fidelity prefcribe to them. Let them 
fight valiantly for Peace: That is the only Fruit] 
expect from this War. I do not bluth to afk ftill of 
the King of Spainfo neceffary a Peace; he may with 
2 fingle Word fecure the Glory and Happinefs of his 
Subje&s and mine. I hope the Span: Nation, and 
efpecially the Nobility, fo famous for their Heroick 
Valour and Fidelity to their, Kings, will afk it with 
me; and that they will join with the French to prevail 
with their King to deliver them and himfelf froma 
foreign Yoke, fo prejudicial tu his Glory and to his 
Interefts. That is the proper Way for him to prove 
his Affection to the Spaniards and to the French. His 
Enemies are ready to facrifice their Refentment to the 

ublick Quiet, and to fetrle the firmeft Peace with 

im, as foon as he will give them for Pledges, not 
the Word of a Minifter who counts the publick 
Faith and the moft folemn Treaties nothing, and 
who has too plainly intimated, that none bur a feign’d 
Peace ihall ever be obtain’d of him, but his Royal 
Word, and the Faith of a Nation, which, though it 
had not a King of my Blood, would always have my 
particular, Efteem. And fo we recommend you, Cou- 
lin, to God's holy and powerful Proteétion.

N the rith of Fune the Garrifon of Caftelleon, (an 
O important Pafs in the Mountains,that opens a Way 
into 4rragon) having had fixty Men kill’d or wound- 
ed, and feeing the Breach practicable for an Afiaule, 
forrender’d Prifoners of War, to the Number of zoo 
Men; among whom were a Spanifh Colonel, who 
commanded in the Caftle, the Count de Liex. Gover- 
nor, four Captains, and eight Lieutenants ; who were 
all conducted to Leyfoure. The French found in the 
Caftle 9 Pieces of Cannon. 

The Siege of Fontarabia was carry’d on with great 
Vigour ; the Batteries began to fire on the sth of 
June, and on the :oth the Befiegers lode’d themfelves 
on the Saliant Angle of the cover’d Way; the isth 
they took, by Storm, the Half Moon; and on the 
16th the Garrifon beat a Parley and furrender’d upon 
Articles. The Terms demanded by the Span‘/h Gover-

This Declaration had not the defir’d Effet ; for in- 
ftead of four Battalions, fcarce fo many Companies were 
formn’d of all the Deferters from the French Army.

While the Siege of the Caftle was carrying on, the 
States of the Province of Guipufcoa having affembled 
at Tolofa, and being fummon’d by the Duke of Ber- 
wick to fubmit to the Obedience of the moft Chriftian 
King, geputed five of their Members, who, arriving 
in the Camp on the 5th of duguft, were introduc’d to 
that General ; and, in the Name of the faid States, 
made a formal Submiffion of the whole Province to 
the Obedience of the King of France; defiring that 
when a Peace ihould come to be made with his Ca- 
‘tholick Majefty, the Crowns of France and Great Bri- 
tain would take Care that the Prefervation and. Main- 
tenance of the ancient Privileges and Liberties of 
the Province may be firmly ftipulated and fecur’d to 
them. 

The Siege of the Caftle of St. Sebaftian was carry’d 
on with undefatigable ree but the Height 
and Steepnefs of the Rock, on which it is fituated, 
retarded the Approaches ; and to continue the Siege 
appear'd fo difficult, that the Duke of Berwick was 
of Opinion to turn it into a Blockade, as foon as he 
had taken fome Platforms and other Pofts about the 
Caftle, to hinder the Garrifon from receiving any Sup- 
plies: This was the Refolution of that General, who 
was agreeably furpriz’d, when, on the rqth of uguft, 
the Garrifon beat a Parley, and furrender’d on the fol- 
lowing Articles, as propos’d by the Governor Don 
Alexandro de la Motte, and granted by the Duke,

On the rth of Auguff, while the Siege of the 
Caftle of St. Sebafian was carrying on, 750 French, 
commanded by the Chevalier de Givry, Major-General, 
and M,/e Motte, Brigadier, imbark’d at Port-Paffage 
on feveral Tranfports, under the Convoy of Captain 
Jobnfon, who commanded fome Britis Men of Wat 
which had their Station on that Coaft; and Colond 
Stanhope, his Britannick Majefty’s Envoy, went on 
Board, to be prefenc in the Enterprize, hey fet Sail 
that Afternoon, and the: next Evening arriv'd befote 
San Antonio. The Harbour being narrow at the En 
rtrance, and having Brealtworks caft up from thence 
along the Sides of the Town, with near 50 Pieces of 
fapnon plac’d upon them, it was thought advifeable 
not to attempt goin into it, but rather to ehdeavour 
to. land upon the Back of ir, in a fandy [ay to the 
Welftward of the Harbour. Upon their getting thi 
cher they difcover'd that the Enemy had sais’d ‘two 
Ratteriés, behind which they had about 660 Men 
drawn ‘up to oppofe the Landing af TR The 
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Caprion of the Britif Ships fired upon them for 
fome Time, as the Batreries did alfo upon the Ships, 
towhich they did no other Damage than the tearing 
two or three of the Sails. -The Place being at rie 
Bottom of the Bay of Bifcay, where the Sea conflaue 
runs high, there were very great Swells, which 
made the Waves break with Violence upon the Shore: 
However, at fix a-Clock it was determin d to pur the 
Troops into Boats, and try if it was poflible to land 
| them there; but when they were got near the shore 
it was judg d extreamly hazardous, if not impractica- 
ble; they therefore put off again, and wenc abour a 
Mile farther to the Weft, into anocher leffer Bay, 
where the Sea appear’d to be fomewhat {moother. 
The Enemy not expecting them in that Place, the 
Forces immediately landed without Oppofition or 
Lofs, except of four or five Seamen drowned, and 
three Boats overfet, all the Officers and Soldiers get- 
ting fafe a-fhore. It being then almoft dark, they 
immediately made themfelves Maiters of the Top of 2 
Hill, which was cover’d with a thick Wood, between 
the two Rays, where they remain‘d all that Night. 
At Break of Day, onthe i3th, they march’d down, 
in Number 750 French, and about 200 Engli/p Seamen, 
tothe firft mention’d Bay, where they faw no Enemy 
appear, the Batteries being abandon’d, which they 
immediately took Poffeffion of. Whillt they were 
there, the Magiftrates of the Town came to make.their 
Submiflion, telling them they would meet with no 
Sort ot Oppofition, for that the Militia and fome 
Companies of Invalids, which they faw the Night 
before, had difpers’d themfelves, and left even the 
Forts upon the Harbour without one Man to defend 
them. From thence the Forces march’d through the 
Town, ftrait to the Marbour, wherein were two 
Forts, and upon the Mole 47 Pieces of Cannon, all 
loaded, which they deftroy’d, by burfting fome and 
Nailing the reft. Then they went to the Ship- Yards, 
where lay on the Stocks three Men of War, one of 
qo Guns, the other two of 60 Guns each; the firft 
was deck'd, and wanted very little to be launch’d, 
and the other two were not altogether {0 forward, 
though they were’ quite built up, but not deck’d. 
hefe three Ships were entirely burnt to the Ground 
by the Engiifh ae ; they alfo burnt'a vaft Quan- 
tity of Planks newly brought. from Holland, ieftsteat 
or 
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for the Building of five or fix Men of War. There 
were alfo a great many Barrels of Pitch and Tar, 
which with fome other naval Stores were burnt, in 
order to fet Fire to the Timber. Having thus effetty. 
ally executed what was propos’d by this Expedition, 
the Forces imbark’d again the fame Evening, and te. 
turn’d to the Camp before St Sebaftian. In the River 
of San Antonio were found two Dutch Ships lately 
come thither, one loaded with Powder, which had 
been fent to Pampelona, and the other had brought 
naval Stores; Men were fent on Board them, but 
found nothing, every Thing being landed fome - Days 
before. 

During thefe TranfaGions, the little Province of 
4lava, which borders on Guipufcoa, and of which 
Vittoria is the capital City, fubmitted to the Obedi- 
ence of the French King. ‘ 

After thefe Succeffes, the Duke of Berwick, confi 
dering that the Spaniards had provided Pampelona with 
all Things neceffary for a long Defence, that they had 
confum’d all the Forage for feveral Leagues round that 
Place, and fpoil’d the Roads in fuch a Manner that 
they would be unpaflable in bad Weather, thought 
not fit to venture on the Siege of it in fo advanc’d a 
Seafon of the Year: Leaving therefore in Bifcay, 1 
Battalions and 21 Squadrons under the Command o 
the Marquefs deCi/ly, with Orders to reduce Bilboa, 
it poffible, he began his March with the reft of his 
Army, on the 28th of duguff, for Roufillen, intend- 
ing, as he A ove out, to conclude the Campaign with 
the Siege of Au/fes.

_ From the Imperialifts Camp near Francavilla, July 25. 


oO’ the 17th we march’d out of the Camp at 
Lemmeri, and encamp’d between Rudi and 
Milici. 

The 18th, we proceeded by Break ot Day, and be- 
ing advanc'd fome Miles in the Valley of Dajeli, we 
met ina narrow Paffage a Number of Peafants, who’ 
fir’d upon us from the Mountains on both Sides; and 
having Intelligence that they had obftruéted the Way 
by cutting down Trees, and makjng Intrenchments, 
behind which fome Men were pofted, to fave Time, 
it was refolv’d to return, and march over the Moun. 
tains; and, in the Evening, we difcover’d upon divers 
Heights, a good Number of the Inhabitants under 
Arms; upon which, our Huffars, who were gone be- 
fore, had Orders to attack them; but they fent a 
Drummer to acquaint us, that they were to the Num- 
ber of 3000 Men, and that they had fent to the 
Marquis de Lede to know his Orders, according to 
which they would give us their Refolution: But 
without expecting our Anfwer thereupon, they re- 
tir'd towards Francavilla. 

The 19th we had Advice, that our Huffars, the E- 
vening before, had attack’d and repuls’d an Qut- 
Guard of Horfe and Foot, near Sero dalle tre Fontane, 
where our Army arriving this Morning, we difcover'd 
the Enemy’s Camp near Francavilla, but without being 
able to form a_ proper Judgment of their Situation. 
It being our Defign to purfue the Enemy, and to 
endeavour to draw them to an Engagement, in order 
to put a fpeedy End to the War, we halted at Tre Fon- 
tone ’till our Infantry and Cavalry could join ; during 
which Time the Generals advanc’d to view where it 
might be moft proper to attack the Enemy. Then 
our Army was difpos’d in the following Order. On 
the Right were 19 Companies of Grenadiers, under 
the Command of Lieutenant-General Field-Marthal 
Count Wallis. On the Lett were the firft Line of the 
Infantry, commanded by General Baron Zuinjungen, 
the two Field-Marthal Lieutenants Baron Warchendonck 
and the Prince of Hoi/ftein, and the two Major-Gene- 
tals Count Ottocar Starembargh and de Rhor : Theie 


two Bodies had Orders to march over the Mountain 
P ‘ at 
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at the right Side of Francavilla, and to halt at the 
Foot of it ‘till farther Orders, The fecond Line of 
the Infantry, together with a Company of Grena- 
diers, under the Command of General Field. Marthal 
Baron Seckendorf, and the two Major-Generals the 
Prince of Heffe Caffel and Count Portia, had Orders 
tomarch to the Right over the faid Mountain dalle 
tre Fontane. The Cavalry, under the Command of 
Lieutenant-General Field-Marfhal Count Eck, and 
the two Major-Generals the Counts Orfetti and Landizi, 
were to march the fame Way over the faid Mountain, 
and likewife to halt at the Foot of it ’till farther 
Orders. The two Regiments of Horfe, Vifconri and 
Roma, were left on the Mountain to cover the Bag- 
gage, and to fecure the main Army from being at- 
tack’d behind. Befides the advanc'd Pofts and Out- 
Guards of the Enemy, which were difcover’d this 
Day, we obferv'd fome Squadrons marching along the 
Valley from Francaviila, behind whom were, as we 
believ'd, their Generals to obferve our Motions, a- 
gaint whom General Seckendorf order'd the Company 
of Grenadiers, who charg’d them in their Retreat, 
in which they loft fome of their Men. 

On the zoth, That Part of the Infantry which was 
commanded by General Seckendorf, as alfo the Caval- 
ry, arriv'd pretty early this Morning in the Valley of 
Francavilla ; but the remaining Part of the Infantry, 
commanded by General Zumjungen, came Jater, having 
had a more difficult March than the other. When 
we were come down the Mountain, we obferv’d, that 
on another Mountain, at the Right of Francavil/a, the 
Enemy had guarded feveral Pofts and Heights with 
regular Troops and Peafants, who at the fame lime 
that we ithould attack their Trenches, were to fall 


upon our Flank ; this oblig’d us to detach ten Patta- 


lions and 30 Huffars, under the Command of General 
Seckendorf and the Prince of Hej/e, to poflefs them- 
felves of thofe Heights, and to dillodge the Enemy 
from thence, and fo the Action began on that Side ; 
but as the Spanifp Militia, fupported by four Battalions 
of regular Forces, being Walloons and Tifh, were ad- 
vantageoufly pofted, and being from Time to Time 
fue ‘d with new Keinforcements from their Camp, 
ral id feveral Times after we had broke them, thus 
Attack lafted along while, “till, at length, the reft of 
the Forces, under the Command of General Seckendorf 
_ came 
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came up, and jointly renew’d the Attack. In the 
mean Time, Part of the Infantry ot General Zumjuy. 
en, viz. fix Companies of Grenadiers, and fix Bata 
ions, under the Command of General Count Wallis 
and Colonel Count Traun, as alfo Part of the Intan- 
try of Seckendorf, viz. two Battalions, commanded by 
the Major-Generals Diefbach and DPortia, were detach’ 
to join the Cavalry in the Valley ot Francavilla, to 
form the Attack on that Side. The Enemy feeing out 
Difpofitions, about Noon order'’d all the Forces from 
their advanc'd Pofts to draw into their Camp, where 
they had prepar'd themfelves from the Morning for 
Refiftance, and fir'd upon us with two Four-Pounders, 
but with little Execution. General Seckendorf, having 
ffefs’d himfelf of the Heights, that Part of the 
nemy who had been pofted there retiring to their 
Camp, he came down with his Forces, and it was re- 
folv'd to go on with attacking the Enemy in the fol- 
Jowing Order. General Count Afercy, who firft march’d 
out of the Valley, commanded one Attack ig the 
Center, General Seckendorf commanded the 2d, and 
General Zumjungen the 34. We made a great Fire, 
but the Enemy made a vigorous Defence, being molt 
advantageoufly pofted. Their right Wing was cover'd 
by a fmal] River running through the Valley, behind 
which they had caftup an Intrenchment. before the 
Center of their Army lay a Convent of Capuchins 
furrounded with feveral [ntrenchments, one behind 
the other. On their Left Wing thcy had the fimall 
Town of Francavilla, and a great Number of Vine- 
yards walled about and lying on rifing Grounds, in 
which they had placed Troops. A mot obftinate Fight 
was maintain’d on both Sides ‘till Night came on, 
which, and another Incident, hinder’d us trom conti- 
nuing the Attack; for it unluckily happen’d about 
the Middle of the A&tion, that General Count Mercy, 
after having already had one Horfe kill’d under him, 
and two wounded, was, at laft, by a{mall Ball dan- 
geroully wounded near the Keins. But as we had 
already obtain’d great Advantages, were poffefs'd of 
fevetal Pofts, and had gain’d much upon the Enemy, 
we maintain’d our Ground, and General Count Merg 
was refolv’d to renew the Attack next Morning ; but 
as the reft of the General Officers did not think it 
advifeable to hazard our Troops too much, it was fe 
folv d to fettle our Communication with the Sea, and 
to 
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to make the beft of the Advantages we had obtain’d 
of the Enemy, by keeping them fhatin. Deferters 
who came to us fince the Action, report, that the E- 
gemy before the Engagement had not only fent for 
the Battalions lately detach’d to Scalerta and St. Alefio, 
to return to their Camp, but alfo receiv’d Reinforce- 
ments from their Garrifons at Palermo and Mefina; fo 
‘that almoft all their Forces in this Kingdom are drawn 
together here. Our Lofs in this Engagement amounts 
to about 2500 kill’'d or wounded, of which we have 
not yet an exact Lift. The kill’darebut atew; » 
mong the wounded are the Generals, Prince of Hol- 
fein, Count Liefoach, Major-General Rhor, the Colo- 
nels of Faot, Count Traun, Baron Neuburg, Chaffe- 
loczky de Heldenbrand, and Count Hamilton; the Colo- 
nels of _Horfe, Count Walderode, and Count Beauford, 
are wounded, and Colonel de Frifchem is kill’d. Ad- 
miral Byng’s Son and the Prince of Saxe Salfeld, who 
ferv'd as Volunteers, and behav'd bravely, are dange- 
rouflly wounded. We are inform’d that the Enemy 
have likewife fuftain’d confiderable Lofs. 

The next Day we began to ftrengthen the Pofts we 
had taken from the Enemy ; and as we were within 
lefs than Mufket-Shor of them, the Firing continu’d 
with almoft as much Vigour as the Action itfelf; but 
being poflefs’d of the Heights, the Enemy were moft 
expos’d to our Fire. On the 22d, fome Troops left to 
guard our Baggage, join’d -our Army, anda Detach- 
ment of Goo Men were fent to take Poffeflion of Mot- 
ta, a {mall Town, fituate on the Height near our lett 
Wing, which they perform’d. Another Detachment 
attack’d a Body of 600 Militia, who attempted to in- 
tercept our Foragers, of whom they kill’d ten and took 
four, with eleven Horfes. On the 23d, upon Advice 
that our Convoy was artiv’d in thefe Parts, the better 
to tacilicate our Communication with the Sea, we be- 

an to mend the Roads on our left Wing. The fame 

y twelve Deferters, among whiclf is a Major of 
Horfe, came over to us; the !atter reports, that the 
Enemy loft in the Action their eldeft Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral Caraccioli, and two Colonels ; that the Chevalier 
de Lede, and feveral Officers of Diftinction were wound- 
ed: They computed in the Enemies Camp , that their 
Lofs amounted to 15co Men. Other Deferters trom 
the Enemy confirm their Lofs, which they increafé to 
2500 Men. 

On 
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On the other Hand, the Spaniards claim’d an entire 
Viaory, and pretended, that the Imperialifts had be. 
tween 7 and 8000 Men kill'd in the Aétion. The 
Marquefs de Beretti Landi, Embaffador of Spain at the 
Hague, diftinguith’d himfelf in a particular Manner oq 
this Occafion: He had Te Deum fung in his Cha 
fave a fplendid Entertainmert to many Perfons 

iftin@tion, and not only caus'd oe toes Letter of 
the Marquis de Lede to the Governor of Dalermo tobe 

rinted, but added to it the following one, which, 3s 

e pretended, was written by a Lieutenant-General in 
the Spanifo Army to the faid Governor, and dated from 
the Spanifh Camp at Francavilla the zgth of June, 


HE Victory was compleat, and the Cavalry which 

could not aét becaufe of the Ground, imme 
diately march'd to cut off the Enemy’s Retreat to 
Melazzo: Part of our Army are in Purfuit of them, 
they being difpers’d amoung the Mountains; from 
whence, being refolv’d to attack us, they detach’d on 
the zoth, at Five in the Afternoon, a great Body of 
Infantry and Cavalry by Ja Fiumara, That Body at 
tack’d our Centre, and two Wings, with 5000 Foot, 
and 30 Companies of Grenadiers, and though the 
Mountain from whence they came commanded ou 
Camp, and that they made a defperate Fire, yet after 
a bloody Engagement of four Hours, the Enemy were 
entirely defeated with the Lofs of y000 Foot anda 
great Number of Horfe. I hope none of them will 
efcape, if they are not able to retire to Melazzo, for we 
are in Purfuit of them, as is alfo the Militia with more 
Eagernefs than ever. We do not know as yet the 
Number of the Prifoners, It is faid General Mercy is 
dangeroufly wounded, as is, on our Side, but flight- 
ly, the Chevalier de Lede; but the Wound of Don Juan 
Carracciolo is dangerous, and Brigadier Don Pedro Tan- 
cour is kill d. Our Army being in the Middle, between 
the two Bodies of that of the Enemy, who have di- 
vided themfelves, they will hardly eicape, but ftarve, 
or be oblig’d to furrender. 


This Action in Sicily, which Side foever had the Ad- 
vantage of it, ferv’d to convince the Imperialifts, that 
the Number of Troops they had tranfported thither 
was not fufficient to reduce that Ifland, infomuch, that 
they were oblig’d to reinforce Count Mercy with the 

Troops 
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Troops that were defign’d for the Reduction of Sardi- 
nia, which Enterprize was confequently deferrd to a- 
nother Time. 

‘About the Beginning of Fune General Mercy caus’d 
2000 Foot and 130 Dragoons to embark on Board 
fome Tranfport-Veffels, together with fome Cannons 
and Mortars for Lipab?’;'and Sir George Byng order’d 
fome Gallies aid two Fregates to convoy them thither. 
‘Their Landing was oppos'd by the Lipare/e, who kill’d 
ten of their Men, and wounded about fifty: But the 
Imperialifts being landed, gain’d the Heights about 
the Town, and having brought their’ Cannon and 
Mortars to play upon it, the Inhabitants fent out to 
furrender, as they did at Difcretion : The next Morn- 
ing the Caftle furrender'd likewife, the Garrifon being 
made Prifoners of War. 

This is all the Account has been given us of the 
Reduétion of Lipari, which is an liland that lies in 
the Tyrrhene Sea, and the biggeft of the feven {mall 
ones, (for it is rather a Knot of IMands) call’d the Li- 
om Aolian; or Vulcanian Milands,. belonging to the 
‘Ki yee of Sicily, lying about 30 Miles to the North- 
Weit of that Ifland, and the fame Diftance from Cala- 
‘bria to the Weft. ‘The chief City of the Ile of Lipe- 
vi was ruin’d by Barbaroffa, a Turkifh Captain, in +544; 
“but has beén fince rebuilt, and fecur'd by a firong 
Caftle call’d La Pignatura, Lipari is alfo a bithop’s 
Sea, under the Archbithop- of Mefina. The principal 
Iiland which gives Name to all the feft, is ten Miles 
in Compafé, very fruittul, and well furnithd with 
Alom, Sulphur, and Bitumen: It has fome hot medi- 
cinal Baths, which are’ much frequented, and on 
which Account the Antients call’d it Dherme/f, 4ge- 

_thorles, the famous Syracufian Tyrant, fore’d the In- 
habitants of this Lipar? to pay him too Talents of 
Gold for their Peace, and yet afterwards robb’d their 
Temples. . 

Let us return now to Sicily, where we left the Im- 
perial and Spanifp Armies encamp’d near Francavilla 5 
where General Mercy having had a Fit of an Apo- 
plexy, left the Camp there, and went over to Keggio 
tor Recovery of his Health; whereby the Command 
in chief of the Imperial Army devulv'd on General 
Zumjungen, an Officer of great Capacity and Expe- 
rience; who having receiv’d the Reinforcements he 
expected, decamp'd from Frangavilla on the 17th of 

' Na July 
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Fuly, and took his Way direétly to Mefina, without 

the leaft Oppofition from the Marquefs de Lede. The 

Imperialifts in their March took feveral Pofts, in 

which they kill’d or made Prifoners 302 Spaniards, 

On: the zoth of July General Zumjungen arriv’d with 
p 


the Army before Mefina, and encampd in the Drom, 
on the fame Ground where the Spanifh Army lay lat 
Year when they took Mefina.. He immediately eave 
Orders for attacking the Caftle Gonzagz, which lies 
near to the Sea on the Right of the German Camp. It 
is a Fort built on the Top of a Hill, about three Quar- 
ters of an Italian Mile from the Town, and overlooks 
all that Side of it. Meanwhile General Mercy being 
yecover'd of his Wound and Indifpofition, arriv’d in 
the Camp from Xeggio, and having caus’d_ two Jjatte- 
ries, of fix Pieces of Cannon each, to be rais’d a- 
-gainft the Caftle Gonzaga, carry’d on his Approaches 
without much LofS, fo as to fet the Miners to work 
at the Foot of the Wall, He alfo rais’d a Battery of 
twelve Pieces of Cannon againft the Baftion of the 
Town call’d Secreto, and on the sth of Auguft, at 
Night, a_ Battery of eight Mortars began to play 
upon the Town: On the 7th of Augup the Imperia- 
lifts took the Caftle of Gonzaga; and, on the oth, the 
Town of Mfefina furrender'd to them, without mak- 
ing any Conditions, but fubmitting entirely to the 
Emperor's Mercy and Generofity. On the rith the 
Spaniards abandon’d the Tower di Pharo, and the Bri- 
tifp Squadron, which had before block’d up the Mole, 
took Poffeffion of Port Paradifo, near that Tower. 
On the igth the Germans poffets'd themfelves of the 
Caftles of Mattagriffone and Caftellazzo, the Garrifons, 
confifting of 200 Men, furrendering at Difcretion. The 
Spaniards were likewife driven from the Monaftery 
St. Clara, trom the Baftion of that Name, from that of 
St. Blaife, trom Fort Terranuova, and from the Royal 
Palace, where they had their Magazines. From all 
thefe Pofts they retir’d into the Citadel; the Garrifon 
ot which confifts of about 3000 regular Troops, com- 
manded by the Marquis Spinola, Governor; and Ge- 
neral Mercy was preparing to attack the Citadel: The 
Marquis de Lede continues flill in his Camp at Franca. 
villa ; and in this Pofture we will, for the prefent, 
leave the War in Sicily.

The Hardihips they had fuffer'd at Sea, and 
in as cold barren a Place as any in Scotland, has brought 
a Sicknefs among them; fo that feveral of them are 
dead.

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arm’d, under the Command of two Lieutenants, who 
landing at the Foot of the Caftle, attack’d and took 
it, after a {mall Refiftance. Thinking it proper (as 
the Camp lay within two Miles) to blow the Place up, 
I fent Captain Herdman, of the Enterprize, on that 
Servi = perform’d it effectually, after having firft 
fent off the Prifoners, with three Exired and forty 
three Barrels of Powder, fifty two Barrels of Mufket- 
Shot, two hundred Weight each, and fome Bags of 
Meal. We likewife burnt feveral Barns, €c. where 
they had lodg’d a Quantity of Corn forthe Ufe of 
their Camp. I had fent Caprain Heldefley of the 
Flamborough fome Time before about three Leagues 
farther up the Lake, where 1 had Intelligence of a 

t Quantity of Ammunition being lodg’d near the 
Water. ide ; and he had the good Fortune, upon his 
me Sepeari os, to fee the Rebels fet Fire to a great 
Quantity of Powder and other Ammunition ; fo that 
we judge they are depriv’d of the greateft Part of 
their Ammunition. 





Some Days after the Gavernment receiv'd 4 mere certain

are with them muft have been in the Country before, 

‘or have landed in other Places: He fays they brought 
‘2000 Arms, and, he was told, had deliver'd out goo, 
~but he believes not fo many, for he faw few Men 
with them. The Lieutenant-Colonel was affur’d that 
10,006 
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10,000 Men were there in Arms ready to join them, 
but finding very few, he kept the two Frigates there 
ten Days fergie co go off again, tho’ at laft he was 
il’d with to ftay, and to let them fail. He jud 
They can have but little Ammunition left, and that 
thofe which remain will endeavour to get into the 
Ifles in order to make their Efcape. The Lord Carpen-

Not many Days after, a farther Account of that 
aoe was publith’d in the London Gazette, as fol- 
dows: 

On the sth Inftant. the King’s Forces, under the 
Command of Major-General Wightman, began their 
March trom Inverne/s, and having halted one Day at 
the Head of Loch-Nefs, came up with the Rebels on 
the roth, about Four in the Afternoon, at a Place 
call’d the Pafs of Glenfbill, which they gave out they 
were refolv'd todefend; but upon the Approach of 
the King’s ag they immediately deferred it, and re- 
‘tir'd to another Pafs call'd Strachell, where they were yet 
mere advantageouily pofted. he General having 
view d their Situation, made his Difpofition for the 
Attack in the Manner following. On the Right 
were pofted all the Grenadiers under the Command of 
Major Milburn, being about 150 in Number, who 
were fuftain'’d b Moxtague’s Regiment, commanded 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Lawrence, and a Detachment 
of 50 Men commanded by Colonel Harrifon, the reft 
of his ay —woan being in Garrifon_at Tnverlochy ; 
thefe were fupported by Huffel’s Durch Regiment, and 
_ four Companies out of Amerongen’s ; this Wing had 
56 of Lord Strathnaver’s Men in the Flank, under 
the Command of Enfign Mac Cey, and the whole 
_. Wing was commanded by Colonel Clayton, who atted 

as Brigadier upon this Occafion. The lett Wing con- 
fifted of Clayzon’s Regiment, commanded by Lieute- 
- nant-Colonel Reading, and had ‘on the Flank about 
‘, fourfcore Men of the Monroes, under the Command of 

Mr. Monroe of Culcairn. The Dragoons, which were 

120 in Number, commanded by Major Aobertfon, and 

had made their March from Inverne/s without the Lofs 

of fo much as one Horfe, or the leaft Inconvenience 
to them, were order’d to keep the Road, having four 

Cohorns plac’d in their Front. The Major-General 
. himfelf was pote in the Centre, where every one 

had free Accefs to him for Orders, The Rebels For- 

cesconfifted of 1640 Highlanders befides 300 Spani- 

. ards, and a Corps, aPart of 500 Highlanders, who 
were pofted on agpiill, in order to make themfelves 
of our age, it being always one of their 

. ehief Aims. From the Difpofition above-mention’d, 
ig is evident that his Majefty’s Forces, actually engag’ 
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didnot exceed 850 Men, befides the 120 Dragoons 
and ©36 Highlanders. About Five the left Wing was 
order'd to begin the Attack, and the Rebels always as 
they had. fir’d, their Myfkets, fkipping off, and never 
venturing to come to a clofe Engagement, wete dri- 
ven from Rock to Rock, our Men chafing them before 
them. ror above three Hours, rill we gain’d the Top 
of the Hill, where they were immediately difpers’d. 
We have not yet receiv’d any Account of their Lofs, 
only we hear that the late Lord. Seaforth and Lord Geo. 
Murray are wounded, the tormer in the Arm, and the 
other in the Leg. 

On our Side there have been 2+ Men kill’d, and 
121 wounded, Officets included. The King’s Troops 
Jay.on their Arms all Night, in Order to bring off the 





_ Wounded, and march’d the next Morning to Glen/hill, 


where, about Two in the Afternoon, the Spaniards fur- 
render’d Prifoners at Difcretion, and deliver'd up all 
their Arms and Ammunition. Their Commander faith, 
that Seaforth and all the reft are fhifting for them- 
felves, and believes they will endeavour to get off as 


foon as poflible at the Sea-port Towns, where they 


can, hope to have Fricnds to let them efcape. 


, On_ the Jaft Day of June was publifh’d the follow- 
ing Extract of a Letter from Major-General Wightman 
tothe Lord Carpenter, dated from the Camp of dder- 
hanon, Fune 17, 1719, 


‘Have the’ Spaniards Prifoners with me: The whole 
Nuinber, Officers included, is 274; and am taking 
a Tour thro’ all the difficulr Parts of Szafarth’s Coun- 
try to tertify the Rebels, by burning the Houfes of 
the Guilty, and preferving thofe of the Honeft. I hope 
to be on Saturday with the Troops at Inverne/s, where 
I fhall attend your farther Orders, There are no Bo- 
dies of the Rebels together, unlefs ftealing Parties in 
Scores up and downthe Mountains. Seaforth, Tulli- 
bardine, Mavifchal, €§c. ave gone tothe Lewer Milinds, 
as is given. out, but we rather apprehend to the Ork- 
neys, and no Numbers with them; and “tis believ'd 
they will go to S:ain as foon as they can: They pafs‘d 
through this Camp the Day after the Battle.

HE War between Great Britain and Spain, in. Bu- 

rope, being to f{pread itfelf into the Wef Indies, we 
think it neceflary to give fome Account of the Prepa- 
rations. they are making in that Part of the World 
in the Places under the Dominion of the Crown of 
Great, Britain. 

On the ath of April, 1710, Sir Nicholas Laws, Go- 
vernor of Famaica, held a Couticil of War at St. Fage 
de_la Vega, and made the following Speech to the 
Members that compos’d the faid Council.

x O.U_ know our Royal Mafter has been pleas’d to 
“&, declare War againft Spain; for which Reafon I 
have, call'd yon together by the Advice of his Maje-

to erect new Ones ; and alfo demanded all the necef- 
fary Stores of War we ftand in Need of.

Pofterity happy hereafter with yours, but the flouri(h- 
ing Condition and the continual Welfare of Famaica. 
en his Excellency recommended to them to confi-

Upon this 
there arofe a Debate, and the Queftion being: pur, 
Whether martial Law ought to be immediately pur in 
Force for fome Time, it pafs’d in the Negative, by a 
Majority of fix Votes, viz. eleven to five.

Ince we and our Predeceffors have liberally be- 
x.) ftow'd Titles of Honour on Perfons eminent, for 
Arts and Qualifications proper to a peaceable Reign, 
we judge it reafonable that military Virtue, which

Support of the Government, ihould be diftinguith’d by 
due Rewards, * 
For this Reafon efpecially, we have thought fit.to 
advance our faithful and beloved George Carpenter, Elgs 
Lieutenant-General of our Armies, to the Peerage ot 
this.
